REGIONALISTS IN 


SPAIN ARE ACTIVE 


Regionalism Now Takes Supreme 
Position in Domestic Problems 
and Is Said to Offer Solution 
of National Dyifficulties 


By The Christian Science Monitor special 
Spanish correspondent 

MADRID, Spain—There are two ex- 
ceptionally strong political movements 
in operation in Spain at the present 
Neither is new but both have 
been renovated and strengthened 
the result of examples, war influences, 
and war effects in Spain, and from en- 
tirely different angles, both aim at 
a solution of the sad governmental 
tangle and failure into which the coun- 
try has fallen. The ideas are not fun- 
damentally opposed by any means, but 
there is nothing in common between 
One is, of course, the attempted 
unification of the various sections of 
the Left with the object of bringing 
ebout a radica]) change in the consti- 
tution, getting rid of the old monar- 
chical parties and making the Crown 
subservient to the Cortes. The other 
is the Regionalist movement. 

The latter is a very old-established 
feature Spanish politics; it has 
served for many agitations, and long 
debates upon jit have usually taken 
piace on the answer the speech 
from the throne at the beginning of 
every Cortes. Hitherto, whatever the 
dreams of the Regionalists, and’chiefly 
the Catalonians, with regard to a 
measure of independence, the making 
of their o'vn laws, the exclusive use 
of their own language, and so forth, it 
has all eeemed hardly more than a 
matter of politics; a realization of 
these schemes scarcely appearing 
the range of speedy practica- 
bilitv. But it is not too much to say 
that this Regionalist movement has 
suddenly imposed itself with suprem- 
acv upon all Spanish problems of do- 
mestic policy.

the seventy-ninth anniversary of the 
annulment by the Spanish Govern- 
ment of the independence of the Vas- 
con people, the present signatories, 
deputies and senators in the Spanish 
Cortes, in the name of all Vascons 
who. conscious of their nationality, 
desire and strive to see it developed, 
greet the President of the United 
States who, in establishing the baseé 
of the future peace of the world, has 
fixed the right of every nationality, 
great or small, to live as it deter- 
mines for itself, bases which, accepted 
by all the belligerent states, we hope 


to see applied speedily for the better 


fulfillment of what is demanded by 
justice, and individual and collective 
liberty.’

An English scout pilot flying alone 
over the German lines was attacked by 
three Fokkers.

Rolling and spinning, the English 
machine had come within little more 
than 100 feet of earth, when the pilot 
performed a maneuver totally >unex- 
pected by the Germans. He suddenly 
banked steeply round upon his pur- 
suers. In their endeavor to escape 
collision with the English machine, 
two of the German planes collided 
and crashed to earth. The remaining 
Fokker at once fled, and the English 
pilot brought his machine, though 
badiv shot about, safely to his own 
aerodrome. 

The following incidents, which oc- 
curred during a single patrol of an 
artillery observation machine, are 
typical of this less conspicuous, but 
equally important, section of R. A. F. 
work. The officers in the machine in 
question began their work by locating 
four German batteries in succession, 
reporting to their own gunners and 
directing the fire; that presently put 
all four batteries 6ut of business. Fly- 
ing further over the hostile area, they 
observed a large concentration of 
enemy troops, consisting of over 1000 
infantry and 30 motor lorries.

Snow Lanterns 


It is a simple matter to make a 
snow, jacR-o’-lantern that, in novelty 
and effectiveness of appearance, much 
surpasses the common pumpkin vari- 
ety, says the Youths Companion. 
some day, when the snow is soft. rol! 
a huge snowball and place it where 


‘you wish the lantern to stand. Choose 


the side most suitable for the: face 
taking care not to make the opening 
too large. Do not make the shell too 
thin on the sides, but leave only -a 
little snow at the top. 

When you have made the eavity 
nearly large enough, poke a _ stick 
through from the outside where the 
eyes, nose and mouth are to be; then, 
with the small holes as guides, com- 
plete the cleaning out and cut the 
features. Now partly close the open- 
ing in the back, but leave a hole large 
enough to allow you’to put in an 
ordinary lantern. At the top. make 
a small vent through which the heat 
can escape. By outlining the features 
with dark objects, such as stones or 
pieces of sticks; you can make the 
lantern especially effective. At night, 
when you have lighted your snow 
jack, vou will find that the effect is 
fantastic. 

An even more elaborate lantern can 
be made, in the same way, in the head 
of a ‘now man. Carefully hollow out 
the ‘head, and instead of using a lan- 
term, put in a candle. Directly above 
it, gout a small vent, so that the heat 
of the flame will not melt the snow 
After you have put in the candle, close 
the opening at the back with snow and 
light the wick through the mouth. 
Pieces of plain or colored glass, set in 
the holes that represent the eyes, nose 
and mouth, will keep the wind from 
blowing out the flame and will make 


the figure still more grotesque.

The Needs of Siberia

yt the countrv such as to Bn e it a pressing a n.on the 
attention of the Allies. peas reports from Vlad- 
vostok show that the 47 Rr has certainly not ent 
\s Mr. L: D. Wilgress. the Canadian trade commissioner 
stationed at Vladivostok, declared in a recent statement, 
the population of the towns in Western Siberia is reported 
to be practically destitute of necessaries. Clothing 0! 
all kinds, Se ge boots and shoes, is almost entirely 
lacking, whilst the same is true of practically all those 
things needed for the upke fF a farm, and for the 
work of agriculture generally 
One of the chiet prob lems. indeed the chief problem, 
is that of transport, and whilst transport facilities have 
undoubtedly improved to a certain extent along the great 
main artery which crosses the continent, they are no 
better, but even worse, throughout the country as a whole. 
Transport, indeed, by horse and cart, as Mr . Wilgress 
points out, has quite ceased. The carts are worn out, 
there 1s no means of repair ing them, and it is, of 
urse, on these peasant carts that the Siberians, in the 
he Trans-Siberian Railway,

The Wrong Soil for Terrorism 

KECENT occurrences in different parts of the United 
States would seem to indicate that persons who are either 
wholly ignorant or wholly defiant of the temper of the 
nation are striving to introduce into the Republic the 
explosive method of argument. With the purpose, appar- 
ently, of first impressing the American people with the 
claim that they have a grievance, and next of showing 
the manner in which they propose t6 force its reise eh 
and correction, some of them have been resorting to the 
bomb. . 

The attack, a few nights ago, upon the homes of 
three prominent residents of Philadelphia, in widely 
separated sections of that city, causing loss to property 
and menacing the persons of a large number of people, 
were preceded, as they have been followed, by similar 
outrages elsewhere. The assistant, superintendent ot 
police and the chief postal inspector of Philadelphia are 
practically in agreement as to the source of these crimes. 
Savs the police official: “I think, from our investigation 
so tar, that real Russian Bolshevism is spreading t hrough- 
out this country through connection with foreign Soviets 
and workmen's councils.”” The postal inspector expresses 
the opinion that the explosions in the Pennsylvania city, 
at least, were planned as a part of an international Bol- 
shevist terrorist movement. 

Crimes of this character naturally excite alarm in the 
locality of their occurrence; at the present time, because 
of the spread of Bolshevist lawlessness in other countries,

The bomb 
has often been emploved within the borders of the country 
in the past, invariably to the injury of the cause in the 
supposed interest of which it was used, and almost in- 
variably to the sorrow of those who have used it.

States has against the Bolshevist and all similar move- 
ments 1s the deep-rooted conviction among the over- 


Constitution and laws of the nation provide for the 
redress ot abuses and the correction ot evils. Only those 
who do not understand the spirit of the nation and its 
Institutions resort to violence instead of to the means 
provided under the Constitution and the laws for the 
equitable adjustment of wrongs. Under the majority 
-vstem, there 1s no public grievance that cannot be re- 
moved in an orderly manner, even if sometimes it may 
appear that political, social, or economic evils persist 
despite all efforts to remove them. Such faults as are 
found in the government of the United States are re- 
movab le by the application of remedies which have their 
source in public opinion. The people can bear with de- 
fects in government or remove them if they will only 
apply the proper means, means that are within their own 
Lrasp.
